Tlie JVews. 
Within tbo past forty-eight bours, 
intelligonco of more than ordinary in- 
terest and imporlnnco has winged its- 
way hitherward by wire. It is not 
beodaW th*e diatanco traveled and the 
present exponse of transmisBion ren- 
dors torsity a sine qua non, tbat wc 
should lightly pass by an announce 
ment so monaentous as tho inaturitj- ol 
tho plan for tho eonfederalioii ol 
'British North Amerit;ii. "It ia an- 
nounced to-day,'' ThuPBday, August 
l5th, says a cable item which wo pul)- 
lished on iSaturday, " that plans lur 
tho confoderatioii of tho British Pro- 
vinces of JSorth America havo been 
definitely arranged by the Govern- 
ment." There is no reservation, no 
ambiguity in this Btaturacnt. If it 
moans anything, it means nothing 
more nor leas than tho indopondonct' 
of British North America. Tho new 
ministry havo shiillled tho ctilonial 
cards, and tho lir.st insiglit llu^y givo 
US of the game they in loud lO pliiy 
augurs well lor tho future, should tlu' 
Cabinet succeed in reiaiiiing tlie pub- 
lic keys. Wo havo before said that a 
Tory government may prove our best 
friends, as they havo proviou^ly 
shown, paradoxical though it nia^' 
souud, luoro liberality in their colo- 
nial administration than tho Liberal 
party. They lee! a whoiesoiuc Eng- 
lish prido in their distant countrymen, 
and glory in seeing tho Anglo Saxon 
up-lilting his head and wielding a 
strong arm in his iiltra-mundane 
homo. Thoir ears aro open to the 
grievances, romonstrances and rc.^ 
quiroments of the colonists, and thoir 
colonial policy was long since de- 
clared by their veteran leader, when 
Lord Stanley, to bo " to sever tho tio 
binding parent and oll'spring the mo- 
ment tho desire was cxprot-sed by a 
majority' of tho British colonists, but, 
till then, to expend the last shilling, 
if need bo, in- defending any of the 
Queen's possessions. " Tho confedera- 
tion Scheme has for some tiino been 
the pet theory of prominent men in 
Canada, and has now taUen a firm 
hold of the public mind. The mari- 
time Provinces, though athrat stoutly 
opposed to it, have boon gr;idua!ly 
yielding ever since the suecessful mis- 
sion of tho Hon. Georgo Brown and 
the other delegates to Eni/laiKi, and 
at tho last elections tho " vexed ques- 
tion"- was finally settled by tho tri- 
umph ol tho Conloderation platform. 
In the porlection of ono of tho grand- 
est measures that modern colonial 
history will record, wo may naturally 
enquire, seeing that wo belong to 
British North America, whether these 
Colonies are to bo embraced in tho 
Confederation? Wc think not. .Sit- 
uated as wc aro at a remote distanco 
from Canada, and separated by a har~ 
rier so formidable as the Hooky .Moun- 
tains, it is question able wliotlicr it would 
suit thoir intcro.si.s or our own to be 
included just now ill lUa bund; ut any 
rate we havo never c.xpI■eh^^ed any do. 
sire to become members of tins great 
now Anglo Saxon nalionalitj, ami Iho 
most that we can oxpooL or a-k under 
existing cii'ciimstaneo.'J, is that a idace 
ho reserved lor our ailiiii.s.'-iuii when 
wo And our-selvo-s preijared to l(jr('go 
tno protection of the Mother (,'uuiitiy 
and to asBumo the conditions and 
responsibilities imposed by tho com- 
pact. 

Prom tho Conlineiit, tho news is 
finlisfactory to tho eaurio of iieaeo. 
blatters were arsMUiniiig a throaleniug 
ajipeai'anee in rclalioii to tho ehuiiirtol 
Pranoo to the lihoni.-ih Proviiico.s, bul 
tho scheming l']inj)eror Ikih, ior tlio 
nonce, found more than hi.s match in 
the PruHKian ilinisier, and ha.s been 
most cll'eetually cheek iiialud. 'J'hf 
aim and de.sign ol' .N'apcjloon through- 
out tho eoi'i|)licutions between tin' 
three Powers laiely at war, were tiul^ 
surmised, but ho has been cleveily 
out-generalled, and instead of extend- 
ing tho frontiers of Kranco at tliu lor- 
niination of 'ho war as he fondly 
hoped, without striking a blow, \\^• 
nds hiiii.self snubbed by Iii.sniarck, 
And his clialt on Pru.sHia for territory-, 
dishonore<l and rt'tiiriied to liim with 
relVohhiug ^'in/y \Vith liis usual 
tact and j)reBcienco however, tho Jmii- 
poror deems it wiser to niak-o a iiie: it 
of necessity, to "aclcno wiedgo the 
corn" and "knuckle down," by re- 
nouncing in tho inlerobtH of peace, lii^ 
supposed claim to tlio coveted L'Iiiik' 
territory. One of tlio t;ood ell'eelri ol 
tho present order of lliing.s in Central 
Europo to whieli we roaemly alluded, 
has shown itself. J.'ru.shia i.s now 
powerlul enough to preserve the 
balanco ol power, and to rusist' any 
oncroachmeiit, either on the Mant or 
West of her present boundary line; 
and when Louia jN'upoleon tolls the 
^orld thathe has found it oat, the 



rest of mankind may accept it as an 
indisputable fact. 

! Tho process of annexation and re- 
organization, contioucB in Prussia with 
evident success, but it was reported 
that liORlilities would ho resumed 
between PruH.sia and the Kingdom of 
Bavaria. \V^hat liing Maximilian can 
hopo to accomplish however, by 
prolonging the struggle, we are at a 
loss to conccivo. Possibly the renewal 
of war referred to in tho telegram, has 
roferonco to tho threatened enforce- 
ment by Prussia of tho contribution 
levied at Praukfort. A commission 
had, however, been appointed at 
Boi-liii, to enquire into tho levy. 

President Johnson bus sounded the 
first note of warning to tho I^mperor 
of Mexico by his proclamation issued 
at Washington on Friday, annulling 
the decree closing tho port of Alata- 
moras, and Max will do wiHoly to take 
tho bint and pack up his traps before 
ho gets a walking ticket given.

He 
deemed ic a just demand, bat at the 
same time acknowledged the fairness 
of the argument used by the Prussian 
cabinet in Its reply of refusal. He 
said the relations at present existing 
between France and Prussia, shotild 
not be disturbed ; ia any case, he 
hoped that Prussia woald notovorstop 
tho line. 

Paris, August IGtb. — It is oflacially 
stated to-day, that the French Gov- 
ornment has receded from its demands 
made on Prussia for the extension of 
ita frontier to tbe Bhine. France 
does this in the interest of peace, 
which she desires far more than terri- 
torial aggrandisement. The hopo is 
also expressed by the ofiScial journal, 
tho Moniteur, that Prussia will not 
press her project of annexation with 
tbo German States soath of the Main.

However much the City ol \'ictoria 
may havo gone down, the iigrioulturisl- have 
bpeii Idling up, but tho farmers will doubtless 
sulfer wheo the population, which consumes 
their ^iroduoe diminishes, or become poor. 
TliH lact is there arc two classes of fanners 
who complain : — 1st, tho genileiiian hirnier, 
hu ilues not work himself, aiid does not en 
gage a snlliclent number ol men to pay 
tiiiuself lor being their overseer — but wants 
to drive about in hia carriage, go shooting, 
and so on. The other ohihs ia the email 
larnier who has sonio dozen acres under 
cultivation, in fact, as a r.ule, the smaller 
tb^ amount caltivated, aod ibe less the pro- 
duce, the greater the cry fot protection, and 
the reason is obvious, they jsaonot live upon 
Ihe small income derived from their work. 
It is not a tariff that ia wanted for this pur- 
pose, but more cultivated, and in some in- 
stances cultivateablo land, for many have 
larrns that will never pay luriff or no 
larilf. Thero is no doubt but that others 
who have not any capital will culler much for 
llie first year or two, that is until they raise 
suliieiont to maintain themselves, but at the 
same time uo larnior can expect to lire by 
cultivating a dn/.eii acres of land, excepting 
tic has also plenty of slock, or COWS or herds 
or poulify or something ol that kind in addi- 
tion. I am not speaking of tv/enly acres elo-ic 
by Victoria siiilabie lor niarkot gardenini;, 
rut of say 10 or 12',) miles aw.iy. Twelve 
,.erflP under wheat will pro. luce say 30 bushs 
i>ls per acre, or say even -100 hu-liels for the 
whole.

coiitlilion and always lia.s a hand to help a
